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BOSTON  CENTER  FOR  BLIND  CHILDREN 


The  past  five  years  have  been  busy  and  productive  for 
the  Boston  Center  for  Blind  Children.  Since  1960,  the 
last  year  we  published  an  official  Annual  Report,  we  have 
continued  our  program  of  providing  residential  diagnostic 
and  treatment  services  for  blind  children  with  serious 
emotional  difficulties. 

Happily,  blindness  in  infants  is  decreasing  thanks  to 
advances  in  medical  knowledge.  The  age  level  of  children 
who  need  our  services  most,  however,  continues  to  rise. 

This  is  why  in  February  1964,  we  officially  changed  our 
name  from  Boston  Nursery  for  Blind  Babies  (as  we  had 
been  known  since  1900)  to  the  Boston  Center  for  Blind 
Children. 

The  same  dedication  that  has  guided  us  through  sixty-five 
years  — to  serve  handicapped  as  effectively  as  possible  — 
still  inspires  us. 

At  the  Boston  Center  for  Blind  Children  we  shall  continue 
to  be  alert  to  the  changing  needs  of  children  and  the 
community  at  large  and  to  meet  these  needs  effectively. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  increasing  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  the  majority  of  blind  children  can  be  integrated 
into  our  seeing  society  with  minimal  help  from  organiza- 
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tions  such  as  ours.  This  trend  is  very  gratifying;  but  we 
must  still  recognize,  however,  that  many  blind  children  can 
not  get  the  help  they  must  have  from  within  their  own 
communities.  These  are  the  children  with  multiple  handicaps 
— those  who  are  blind  and  emotionally  disturbed,  blind 
and  mentally  retarded,  blind  and  deaf,  blind  and  brain 
damaged,  blind  and  orthopedically  handicapped.  This  is  the 
much  needed  service  to  which  we  at  the  Boston  Center  for 
Blind  Children  are  dedicating  our  efforts  — the  multiply 
handicapped  child  who  is  blind. 


The  field  is  very  broad,  and  we  believe  that  no  one  organ- 
ization can  do  all  things  for  all  people.  Our  specific  objective 
is  to  serve  the  child  who  is  blind  and  whose  severe 
emotional  difficulties  are  an  additional  handicap.  It  may  not 
be  possible  in  our  generation  to  perfect  techniques  that 
will  help  every  child  reach  a point  of  adjustment  where 
he  is  able  to  take  his  place  in  our  contributing  society. 

This  is  our  goal,  however,  and  we  are  happy  to  report  to 
you  that  real  progress  is  continuing  to  be  made  in  that 
direction  here  at  the  Boston  Center  for  Blind  Children. 


A brief  financial  report  for  each  of  the  past  few  years  is 
presented  for  your  information.  With  this  report  we  send 
our  very  genuine  gratitude  to  you,  our  contributors,  without 
whose  efforts  this  essential  program  could  not  continue.
